This belief is grounded upon 
an awakened public sentiment, and 
the fact that a majority of the vot- 
ers, at three different’ elections, 
voiced their approval of the Reber 
approach. | 

When the bond issue was submitted 
in November, 1911, the Reber. ap- 
proach was approved by a majority 
of 10,437 votes. The vote for the 
bonds was 31;260, against 20,323. Un- 
der. the State Constitution, bond is- 
sues must be authorines by a two- 
thirds vote. 

The bond proposition was submit- 
ted a second time tn August, 1912. 
The Reber approach then was ap- 
proved by a majority of 18,382. The 
vote was 43,025 for the bonds and 
24,643 against. 

In the November election of 1912 
the bond issue was voted on a third 
time, and again the Reber approach 
was approved by a majority of 8938. 
The vote was 658,891 for the bonds 
and 49,963 against. The bond issue 
proposition was scratched by voters 
at that election’ in their eagerness to 
make no mistake in defeating the 
‘S1Adle tax amendment tothe State 
Constitution. To this fact, and the 
further fact that a new municipal 
administration would come into ex- 
istence the following April, is attrib- 
uted the failure of the bonds to-get 
the necessary two-thirds majority.

NEW YORK, Feb. 12.—Wireless _ 
messages. between Germany and 
United States were exchanged for the 
first time early today by means of the 
Sayville, L. I., station of the Atlanti> 
Communication Co. 

On the invitation of the company 
practically all of the New York news- 
papers and the Associated Press sent 
messages of greeting to the Berlin news- 
papers, the Wolff Bureau, Germany’s 
leading news association; the Emperor, 
James Gerard, the Américan Ambassa- 
dor, and to the Mayor of Berlin. 

The Sayville station which sent the 
messages is aboyt 4000 miles from the 
Nouen station, 2% miles from Berlin, 
which picked them up and sent the re- 
plies. Conditions for wireless transmis. 
sion were perfect.

Harry Turner, member of an old St. 
Louis family, who recently wrote, “The 
Autobiography of a Failure,” and whois 
now a bridegroom of less than four 
months, declares that trial marriage is a 
failure. He says he tried trial marriage 
before. his marriage, which took place 
last October, and’ that the experiment 
gave him a false idea of what actual 
marriage would be. 

Through a friend Turner told a 
reporter Thursday at the Lodge, 
a bachelor apartment house at 66512 
Etzel avenue, of his four years’ ac- 
-quaintance with his bride. She was, be- 
fore her first marriage, Miss Martha 
Evelyn Bradley of. Louisville.  Incl- 
dentally, this explains the pen name of 
“M. Evelyn Bradley,” which Turner 
used in signing his essays on various 
personal and public themes, printed 
some three years ago in the Mirror. 

‘frial Marriage for Four Years. 

Turner said he and the former Mias 
Bradley, who was-then Mrs. Kerr, a 
divorcee, experimented with trial mar- 
riage for nearly four years, and that she 
accompanied him to New York. and to 
&  Louls on different ocdéasions, while 
the experiment was in progress. 

As long as the marriage was merely 
in the probationary stage, without the 
formality of a legal ceremony, he. said, 
the young woman was ‘“sweet and 
docile.’ But. after the ceremony, he 
said, a change appeared, and the bride

Turner said his wife had lately been in 
St. Louis and that he and she had not 
definitely separated, though he has been 
at the bachelor apartment house lately, 
and she has been elsewhere, he would 
not say just where. Her mother, Mrs. 
Nora Bradley, who lives at 4857A EPaston 
avenue, said the young woman was not 
there. 

Turner said he had sent to New York 
for his furniture ard books, and that 
when these should arrive, he intended 
to fit up an apartment for his bride, if 
she should wish him to do so. 

Intends te Fulfill Duties. 

He said he undertook marriage as a 
philosophical experiment, but that he 
recognized there were duties connected 
with the married state, and that he in- 
tended to fulfill these duties by caring 
for his wife to as great an extent as she 
would permit. , 

After their marriage in New Albany, 
Ind., a suburb of Louisville, Oct. 23 last, 
Turner and his bride went down the 
Mississippi from St. Louis on a house- 
hoat to New Orleans. They came to 
St. Louis and lived for a time in an 
apartment on West Belle place, be- 
tween Vandeventer avenue and Sarah 
street. 

Turner is a member of the prominent 
St. Louis family of that vanfe, and is @ 
grandson of the late Maj. Henry S&S. 
Turner, who had 17 children. One of hig 
uncles was the late Charles H. Turner. 
He is closely related to the Hunts, the 
Lees, the Lucases and other well-known 
families. 

Turner is owner of some valuable real 
estate. He was the introducer of the 
automobile in St. Louis,’ belng the driv- 
er of the first car and the earliest ageat 
here for what were then called “horse- 
less carriages.’ 

The episode of his expulsion from the 
St. Louls Country Club was the chief 
theme of his book, ‘““‘The Autobiography 
of a Failure,” extracts from which were 
published in the Post-Dispatch Sunday 
magazine last year, causing much com- 
ment.

TRY HIM FAIRLY 


Witnesses Heard in Money 
Lender’s Plea for Change of 
Venue From St. Louis. 


BLIND WOMAN SUES HIM 
She Alleges She Paid Interest 


12 Years on $140, Then Her 
Furniture Was Sold. 


Testimony was heard by Circuit Judge 
Kinsey Thursday on the application of 
John H. Vette, a money lender, for a 
change of venue from St. Louis in a suit 
brought by Mrs. Bridget Mullally 
against him and his son-in-law, Frank 
Alewell, for $11,000. Mrs. Mullally alleges 
she borrowed $14 from Vette, paid back 
more than that amount in interest and 
still owes $280. Mrs. Mullally is 80 years 
old and nearly blind and does, not want 
the case: transferred from St. Louis. 

Vette produced a number of witnesses 
who testified that there was preennee 
against him in St. Louis. 

Louis Mayer, a lawyer, said he had 
heard John O. Moore speak unfavorably 
of Vette and had heard a man at the 
American Hotel speak against money 
lenders in general. 

A. J. Fitesimmons on Stand. 

Arthur J. Fitgsimmons, chairman of 
the Democratic City Central Committee, 
said he had knewn Vette for years and 
did not think he could get a fair trial 
in St. Louis because of prejudice against 
“joan sharks.” Fitzsimmons was asked 
if he, on a jury, could: give Vette a 
fair trial.: ‘“‘Well, I don’t like their 
methods of deing business,”’ he said. 

Hugo B. Stifel of 1733 Pennsylvania 
avenue said he heard a-man say, after 
Vette had lost another case in court, 
that he knew Vette would have no 
chance with a jury. 

Frank R. Tate, president of the Co- 


lumbia Theater Co., said he had known f 


Mette for. years .and.that there was a 
prejudice against his typé of monev 
lenders. A number of times, 
he had dined with Vette, and a: 
someone would say: “I saw you sitting 
with a tough guy,” or something like 
that. 

Tate was asked if he ever had any 
business relations with Vette. “I have} 
never borrowed money from him nor 
loaned money to him, thank God,”’ said 
Tate. 

Ceuldn’t Give Fair Trial. 

Frank H,. Hackman, areal estate 
agent,- said .he had heard: persons say 
that they thought Vette ought to be in 
the penitentiary, and some time he 
would “get his." Hackman -eaid he 
would not be able to give Vette a fair 
trial. 

Henry Hagen, president of the Hagen 
Paper Co., said he would not be able to 
give Vette a fair trial. He had known 
Vette for years and had business dea!- 
ings of another character with. him. F. 
W. Feurbacher of 3535 Flora avenue 
said he had heard -unfavorable com- 
ments on Vette and other money lend- 
ere. 

Mrs. Mullally’s attorney put on John 
W. Calhoun, an attorney, Andrew HI. 
Watson and others to testify that Vette 
could get a fair trial in St. Louis. 

The suit is based on the allegation 
that after Mrs. Mullally had paid in- 
terest for 12 years, her furniture was 
sold at auction for $118 by Vette under 
a chattel mortgage. She asks $100 ac- 
tual damage and $10,000 punitive damage 


SHIP ASHORE IN A GALE; 
RESCUERS CAN’T. REACH IT 


‘Vessel Half Mile Off Cape Cod 


Hidden by Vapor at Scene 
of 100 Wrecks. 
PROVINCETOWN, Mass., Feb. 12.— 
The Peaked Hil] lifesaving station re- 
ported this afternoon that a steamer 
was ashore on the Peaked Hill bar, half 
a mile of fthe beach. A violent gale 
is blowing and the temperature is sero. 
The point where the steamer struck 
is the most dangerous on the cape. Dis- 
tres signals from the vessel, while she 
was hidden’ by the vapor that covered 
the ocean, were heard off the end of 
Cape Cod at frequent intervals before 
the life savers found her. The Govern- 
ment wireless. operator at Highland 
Light was unable to obtain any re- 
sponse to numerous radio calls. The 
sea was so heavy the life savers could 

not launch their boat.

Raine appeared in the courtroom neat- 
ly dressed in a gray business suit: His 
face was pale and he. trembled. He 
walked from the courtroom through 2 
dense crowd to the Sheriff's office look- 
ing neither to the right nor left. De- 
spite that he had appeared nervous in 
court, he displayed no uneasiness in the 
crowd, although he was warned that 
feeling against him was intense. 

“T will .take care ef myself,” 
plied to the Sheriff and officers.

land was acquired from Congress. IIli- 
nois has made no such grant of power. 
We have exercised the power conferred 
by Congress, and until we find that the 
manner in which we have .exercised it 
will not meet the needs of the bridge 
as a public highway, I think our power 
to further acquire land wil be held in 
abeyance. 

“St. Louis has no power whatever to 
acquire, own or operate a railroad. The 
proposed Alton & Mississippi belt line 
certainly would be a railroad, and evi- 
dence of this fact is that it was planned 
by a-corporation which purports to be 
a railroad company. 

“These are legal objections of the 
gravest character to the Alton « 
Mississippi proposition.” 

City Counselor Baird is the legal ad- 
viser of the Municipal Assembly. His 
opinion on these subjects is the same 
as the opinion of former City Caunselor 
Walther.

MAY PAGEANT 


Paragraphers, Sonneteers and 
Wheeze Makers Are Called 
on for Contributions, 


St. Louisans, whether living in or out- 
side this city at present, who can point 
a paragraph, or shape a sonnet, or whit- 
tle out a wheeze, are being asked to per- 
form such service in behalf of the 
pageant and masque of St. Louis, to be 


given in Forest Park next May. 

A ‘writers’ bureau,’ similar «to the 
speakers’ bureau, already organized .by 
the pageant workers, has been started, 
with Miss Charlotte Taussig of %0 
Lafayette avenue as its head. 

Miss Taussig began by: sending a let- 
ter to every resident of St.. ‘Louis who 
is mentioned in “Who's Who," asking 
a written contribution of some sort re- 
garding the pageant. She tried to make 
it clear that a literary masterpiece was 
not expected, but that she would be sat- 
ished with any plain statement from 
the person addressed, giving ideas as to 
the value of the pageant, and as to the 
reasons why people all over the United 
States and in other countries should be 
interested in it. She sald she would be 
glad if the writers could get the matter 
published in some periodical, but if they 
would not undertake to do this, she will 
be glad. to get the matter and to try to 
make her own arrangements for publish- 
ing it, 

She has written to Secretary Houston 
and Solicitor Folk in Washington, to 
Augustus Thomas, Winston Churchill 
and other literary people who have for- 
merly lived tn St. Louls, and to Fannie 
Hurst, Zoe Akins, Saya Teasdale and 
Harry Turner, still residents of St. 
Louis, who have literary domicile in the 
Kast, asking that they write on pageant 
themes. 

A request has been sent to the faculty 
of the School of Journalism of the 
University of Missouri, at. Columbia, 
that the students of the school be asked 
to write Pageant articles, and send them 
to the papers of their home towns. 

Letters have been sent to ministers, 
asking them to send Pageant articles 
to religious papers. Thirty-six members 
of the College Club, graduates of Hast- 
ern schools for women, have been en- 
listed to write about the Pageant. 

St. Louls graduates of Wastern uni- 
particularly Harvard, have 
been asked to send notices to college 
publications. St. Louis newspaper men 
now working in other cities have been 
asked to do what they can to help. Ef- 
forts are being made to get: notices in 
papers printed in England, France and 
Germany. The musical and trade press 
will be addressed by St. Louisans who 
have access to thewdifferent period- 
icals.

Kansas, Western Missouri, Okla-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—The coldest 
weather of the season—in some locali- 
ties as low as 38 degrees below zero— 
enveloped the entire East today and is 
expected to be succeeded by a snow- 


storm from Texas during the next 2 


hours. 

Real winter weather is accompanying 
the snowstorm, the Weather Bureau 
said today, and it was predicted flakes 
probably would be falling over the 
Middle Atlantic and Southern New En- 
gland States by tonight or tomorrow 
morning. 

The Weather Bureau issued a special 
forecast heralding the coming of the 
storm. More drops in the already fall- 
ing mercyry will attend it from New 
Fngland westward to the upper Mis, 
sissipp! Valley. 


Sudden Drop in Temperature in Bos- 
ton to 11 Belov. 

BOSTON, Feb. 12.—A_ quick drop in 
temperature carried the mercury early 
today to 11 degrees: below zero, the low- 
est point reached in this city for several 
days.

NEW YORK, Feb. 12.—-All cold weath- 
er records for the winter there were 
broken at Albany today, when the mer- 
cury dropped to 16 below.

However, the plan proposed is a big gain over 
the plan embodied in the existing charter, since 
a notoriously unfit candidate nominated to rep- 
resent any given ward must run the gauntlet of 
the vote of the whole city, instead, as now, of his 
own ward only. It will thus be possible, if the 
voters are alert, to defeat the candidacy of any 
man known to be unfit.

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DETROIT’S CHARTER ELECTION. 
Voters of Detroit on Tuesday rejected a pro- 
posed new city charter. 

Opponents of municipal ownership fought the. 
new charter because it enlarged the city’s existing 
power to acquire public utilities. 

Many friends of municipal ownership voted 
against the new charter because they felt the city 
already had sufficient power to make a test of 
municipal ownership, and because they feared this 
test might be delayed in the courts should the 
city’s right to own and operate utilities be asserted 
in a new form in a new charter. 


ownership voted against the new charter because 
they objected to one or more of the numerous 
minor changes in governmental form which it pro- 
posed in its 153 pages of text. 

Under the charter amendment adopted last 
spring and confirmed by the Michigan Supreme 
Court last month, Detroit has authority to buy or 
build a street railway system and to vote bonds 
equal to 2 per cent of the city’s assessed valua-. 
tions, or more than $9,000,000, with which to 
finance thé undertaking.

When it became apparent that the 
plant was virtually destroyed, the fire 
fighters directed their efforts to two 
large tanks in the center of the works, 
each containing 25,000 gallons of linseed 
oll, which were in danger of igniting at 
any moment. 

Two Men Fall From Ladder. 

Tom Combs, a pipeman of Engine 
Company No. 4, was overcome by 
smoke, slipped from a ladder and fell 
2 feet into burning debris. He was re- 
moved to Henrietta Hospital. Mike To- 
bin, Fire Chief, also fell from a ladder 
and was injured. 

Sparks and burning brands were car- 
ried by the wind a block away to the 
Purina Cereal Mills, igniting the. roof 
of the main building. Two companies 
of firemen raced down the Vandalia 
railroad tracks and put out this fire. 

Firemen fought the flames at the lead 
works under extreme difficulties. Hose 
became frozen to ladders and debris. 
Water froze almost as fast as it fell on 
the ground and ladders became coated 
with ice. 

While the fire fighters were at work. 
thieves broke into the house of Engine 
Company No. 6, on First street, north 
of St. Clair avenue, and robbed the 
lockers, taking $6 in cash from _ the 
clothes of Capt. James Donahue, and 
$5 in cash from other lockers. A num- 
ber of diamond pins and rings and other 
jewelry was unmolested, 

George F. Bond, a watchman for the 
B. & O. railroad, discovered the fire 
at 9p. m, The plant was closed and 


’ he ran a quarter of a mile to turn in 


an alarm, then returned to the lead 
works and released 50 horses and 
mules from the stabies. . 
st. Louis Asked for Help. 
Engine Company No. 6 responded to 


“the first alarm. A general alarm fol- 


lowed, and when the firemen were un- 
able to check the flames, St. Louis wasi 


‘ealléd on for assistance. Volunteer bri- 


gades also were formed by citizens and 
the emergency fire corps maintained by 
the packing companies in the neighbor- 
hood were called out. 

Two corroding sheds, in which more 
than $600,000 worth of lead was stored, 
were first to fall before the flames. As 
the molten lead may be scraped up lator 
and remelted, there will be a salvage 
of approximately 60 per cent on this, 
it was said. 

Fiames superheated a large water 
tank used in connection with an interior 
overhead fire equipment in the plant, 


‘and it fell, crashing through the north- 


east corner of the mixing building, 
which caught fire. This building was 
four stories high and contained all the 


“machinery of the plant. Lead, burning 


because of the linseed oil in it, 

made the efforts of the firemen futile, 
A corps of men, led by Superintendent 
Lowenstein of the lead works, removed 
all records and papers of value from the 


office building, which later ignited andj 
virtually was destroyed. 


The plant covers more than a block 
of ground on the north side of St. Clair 
avenue, between the Vandalia and the 
B. & O. railroad tracks. For thre 
hours traffic was blocked on these lines, 
the Cotton Belt, Terminal ang Burling- 
ton was blocked by lines of hose 
stretched across the tracks. ' 

As the flames gained headway, the

SCHOOL BOARD 


GUNSIDERS PLANS 
FOR FIGH SGnUOL|* 


East St. Louis Principal Says 
Building Now Used Is Over- 
crowded. 


Crowded conditions, which are con- 
tinually growing worse, in the East 
St. Louis High School, are causing 
the Board of Education to seriéusly 
consider plans for a new building 
or an annex to take care cf the over- 
flow. It is thought by some that an 
annex to temporarily relieve the con. 


gestion will be the better plan, but 
all are agreed that the city must 
have new up-to-date high school 
buildii..« within the next few years. 

According to Principal H. J. Alvis, 
112 new students enrolled Feb, 1, 
while only 19 were graduated, mak- 
ing the total enrollmen a as com- 
pared with 520 af’ the s ‘¥ime last 
year. This increase of nearly 20 per 
cent for a single year, he says, taxes 
the present accommodations to the 
limit, and a corresponding increase 
next year could not be cared for. 

However, even greater attendance 
is expected by the educators for next 
year for two reasons. The first: is 
that the unusually small high school 
attendance in East St. Louis, in pro- 
portion to population, caused by boys 
and girls going to work when they 
finish the eighth grade, is apparentiv 
being overcome by a realization by 
parents that their children need more 
education. 

In the second place, a large outly- 
ing district at the eastern extremity 
of the city, known as Edgemont, is 
making an effort to become a part 
of the East St. Louis school district 
in order to obtain the advantages of 
the high school. 

The present high school building 
was erected 20 years ago and was 
for 10 years used as a grade school 
and high school. Since it has been 
levoted to high school purposes at- 
tendance has increased. 

The East St. Louis school district 
is in splendid condition to erect a 
new building, according to pe S. 
Pidgeon, secretary of the Board of 
Education. The remaining bonded in- 
debtedness of $60,000 on the present 
high-school building will be paid 
when it falls due in April, he says, 
with money already in the treasury 
The other bonded indebtedness of 
the district amounts to only $282,000, 
while under the constitution the valu- 
ation of the district would allow it 
to vote bonds to the amount of 
$700,000.
